March 23, 1922 - Mr. Alexander interviewed by Maj. Churchill. Mr, 
Alexander criticized the economic estimates previously furnished him as 
being slightly superficial. He was informed that this superficiality was 
recognized, but that the economic monograph contained complete data. He 
requested the economic monographs on Germany and Great Britain for criticism. 
These wera fumished him on March 29, 


Mr, Alexander offered to criticize all economic estimates as they 
were issued. Arrangements made with M.I.2 March 29 to furnish him these 
estimates as issued. 

Mr, Alexander invited Maj. Churchill to attend the April 20 meeting 


of the National Industrial Conference Board. Matter referred to Col. 
Heintzelman, who approved in principle,
